No. 50—Notes on the Rainfall and General Weather Conditions in Western Australia 
during April, May and June, 1959 


April 


General—A southern anticyclone moved north during the month and centres of high pressure 
moved east along the south coast, alternating with troughs of low pressure which usually brought 
general but fairly light rains to the southern half of the State. However, a late tropical cyclone 
developed over the north coast of the Northern Territory in the first week of the month and moved 
south-west bringing heavy rains to the North and East Kimberley before passing out to sea. 
A trough from this cyclone developed over the west coast and brought substantial rains between 
April 10th and 13th to the De Grey, Fortescue and South-West divisions. However, the West 
Kimberley, West Gascoyne and North-East divisions continued dry and conditions there were 
becoming serious. 


Rainfall—The welcome rains brought to the North and East Kimberleys by the tropical 
cyclone were particularly heavy in the Ord River valley during the first week, but unfortunately 
only very light rains reached the West Kimberley from it and none fell to relieve the very dry 
coastal regions. During the following week a trough from the cyclone in the Timor Sea developed 
along the west coast and moderate rains affected most areas except the West Gascoyne as the 
trough moved east. 


The tropics had no further rain during the month, nor did the West Gascoyne, but from 
the East Gascoyne southwards there was general, though mainly light, rain on several days. 
Totals generally for the month were below average except in isolated instances and in the South- 
Coastal sub-divisions the largest amount was recorded at Dwellingup which had 494 points. 


T'emperature—The passage of the cyclone and its attendant trough brought a period of cooler 
weather to all parts of the State, temperatures falling as low as 72° at Hall’s Creek during the 
cyclonic rain, while throughout the State the trough brought temperatures below their April 
normal on the 12th, 13th and 14th. Although there was a marked rise everywhere behind this 
trough and above-average temperatures were reported for several days, these were generally 
slightly lower than during the first half of April. Cooler conditions lasted, except for one short 
return to summer weather on the 27th and 28th, till the end of the month in all areas south and 
east of Geraldton. The highest day temperature was 110° recorded at Mardie on the 4th. 


Except in the South-West before the 15th, night temperatures tended to remain high over 
most of the State until nearly the end of the month, but a cool change which affected South-West 
districts on the 29th and 30th brought night temperatures down to the thirties and forties in 
many places and Bridgetown reported a minimum of 33° on the last night of the month. Frost 
was reported there on the 8th and 9th, at Collie on the 30th, at Dwellingup on the 9th and 30th 
and at Wandering on the 8th and 30th. 


Metropolitan—Perth had a cool month. Whereas the average day temperature for April 
is 76-2° even at the beginning of the month this was not reached, and there were only four short 
periods, varying from one to four days, when it was exceeded, the highest recorded being 93° on 
the 6th. Night temperatures varied from 10° above normal to 12° below (the latter on the last 
night of the month). There were more above-average night temperatures than below-average. 


One hundred and twenty-three points of rain fell during the month, only two-thirds of the 
monthly average, and 54 points of this fell on the 22nd. The total for this year so far was only 
201 points, compared with a normal of 335 points. 


Winds generally were not strong and there were only six days on which the maximum gust 
exceeded 30 knots; 51 knots being reached on the 11th from the north-west, 38 knots on the 
12th from the west, also on the 25th from the east. 


May 


General—The month opened with a trough developing down the west coast and a depression 
approaching from the Southern Ocean. This situation gave rise to increasing cloudiness and 
promise of good rains in the agricultural areas to open the season. This promise was not fulfilled 
because the high-pressure systems continued to move eastward along a path approximating to 
the Summer tracks. Similar situations on the 10th and 17th of the month were likewise dis- 
appointing in the wheatbelt. 


In the second half of the month the weather remained fine under the influence of a high- 
pressure system which intensified rapidly in the Bight and took over a week to move from the 
longitude of Esperance to that of Adelaide. However, this system was followed by an equally 
slow-moving trough which caused variable rains throughout the South-West division and extended 
to scattered, mainly coastal, parts of the Gascoyne and Fortescue divisions. This trough com- 
menced to move inland on the 30th accompanied by steady rain. 


In the Kimberley division the eastward movement of an upper trough caused valuable and 
unseasonal falls from the 16th to the 22nd. These extended into the northern parts of the De Grey 
and to scattered places along the Fortescue River. 


Rainfall—Except in the Kimberley division where the mid-month rains were unusually heavy 
and gave amounts markedly in excess of the average May falls, the rainfall was everywhere deficient. 
The first three rain systems brought light falls at almost weekly intervals but these showers 


neither extended throughout the wheatbelt nor were heavy enough to open the season. 


In the first week the rain was extensive, missing only the northern areas, but falls were mainly 
less than 30 points except in the coastal regions. The rains of the 10th and 17th were not as 
extensive and were lighter. 


The failure of these earlier systems and the delay in the opening of the season was becoming 
serious when rains commenced on the 27th. By the end of the month, though falls were not 
heavy, it was obvious that all centres would receive totals probably exceeding an inch. There 
were heavy registrations in the extreme south-west of the Gascoyne division where a few stations 
received about two inches. A small development in the trough brought heavy falls in Exmouth 
Gulf area on the 29th with a maximum of 162 points at Vlaming Head and light to moderate 
amounts in the areas adjacent to Onslow. Registrations in the Eucla and North-East divisions 
were very light but at the end of the month there were indications that the eastward-moving 
trough would yield useful amounts in those districts also. 


The highest total rainfall for the month was 843 points at Troughton Island. Other falls 
in excess of four inches were Gibb River 578 points, Mable Downs 463 points, and Mount Elizabeth 
426 points while several other stations in the Kimberley division reported falls between two and 
four inches. In the remainder of the pastoral areas the highest registrations were 184 points 
at Dirk Hartog Island, 166 points at Vlaming Head and 129 points at Yardie Creek. No amounts 
in the agricultural areas approached the average for the month. The best were 347 points at 
Nannup and 343 points at Donnybrook. 


Temperature—In the main, the maximum temperatures, during the first half of the month, 
were above normal due to the predominance of warm tropical air. As the anticyclones were 
slightly further south than usual at this time of the year there were no movements of cold southern 
air of any note. The highest day temperature reported was 100°, registered at Derby on the 
5th and 6th. 


During the second half of the month there was almost a complete reversal of the temperature 
tendency during the earlier period. From the 16th onwards, except for a small area in the extreme 
South-West the maxima were below normal, exemplified by the fact that during the last 15 days 
the highest recording was 91° at Kalumburu Mission on the 17th and at Derby on the 31st. 


The change was due to the incursion of a stream of cold air, which extended over the whole 
State and flowed from the extensive anticyclone dominating the pressure distribution. 


Night temperatures showed the same distribution with warm nights for the first half of the 
month and cold ones from the 16th. The cloud which developed over the coastal and adjacent 
districts after the 26th resulted in warmer nights in those areas for the rest of the month. The 
lowest minimum temperature reported was 30° registered at Wandering on the 22nd and 25th 
and Bridgetown on the 23rd. 


Frosts were reported from a number of stations in the lower South-West. 


Metropolitan—The month generally was a pleasant one in the Metropolitan Area. Though 
the sunshine was slightly less than usual, temperatures were above average and winds were light. 
Only on 11 days was 70° not reached. 


Though the number of wet days was only two fewer than average, falls were light for the 
month. The rain registered was 166 points compared with the average of 504 points. 


No gales were registered, the highest wind gust being 35 miles per hour from the north-west 
on the 16th. 


June 


General—The month was marked by the movement of intense depressions, and their attendant 
northward-extending troughs, eastward into the Bight, bringing heavy rains to all except the 
tropical divisions ; and the intervening development of large anticyclones which showed a tendency 
to take a more southerly course than is usual at this time of year. The first of these depressions 
crossed the South-West coast at the beginning of the month and the second a fortnight later, 
and each was followed by showery weather as unstable cold air moved across the South-West 
of the State behind the troughs. However, these showers diminished as pressures rose, and the 
easterly winds regained control over even the South-West division, bringing warm dry weather 
for two or three days in each case. 


In the north rain from the first of the two troughs penetrated into the De Grey and Fortescue 
divisions and even to Mandora (82 points) and Broome (4 points) ; but after the 4th of the month 
no rain fell in the tropical divisions and the easterly winds gave clear skies, with resultant warm 
days and cool to cold nights. 


Rainfall—The month opened with general rains over the west and south of the State from 
a deep depression moving into the Bight from the Indian Ocean, and these were followed during the 
next fortnight by more scattered though sometimes heavy falls in all areas south of the tropics. 
In the middle of the month a further deep depression moved in towards the South-West and 
falls were again extensive and intense in west coastal districts from Geraldton-Yalgoo southwards 
to Ravensthorpe, with lighter falls in the West and East Gascoyne and South-East divisions. 
These lasted until the 24th when, after two or three days fine weather, showers again became general 
throughout the South-West and occasional in the South-East. There were good falls throughout 
the agricultural areas, most registrations for the month from the North-Coastal sub-division 
southwards and eastwards to the Eucla being above average and occasionally almost double a 
normal June total. 


The tropical divisions had almost no rain, except for some small falls at the beginning of 
the month in the De Grey and Fortescue and there were only occasional falls in the North-East. 
Wiluna, however, exceeded its June average of 86 points by 21 points. 


Temperature—The pattern of maximum temperatures naturally followed closely the time 
pattern of rainfall ; low and frequently below average temperatures coinciding with periods of 
rain as troughs of low pressure brought in cold air from the south. This was most marked at 
the beginning of the month when cold air spread to all parts of the State except the northern 
coastal fringe round Wyndham and Kalumburu ; and again when heavy rain in the South-West 
brought temperatures below the June normal from the 19th for several days. In the inter- 
vening periods, when the anticyclonic cell was exerting its influence over the State, easterly winds 
frequently raised daily maxima well above June normals. 


While the cloud and rain prevented day temperatures from rising, they also prevented night 
radiation. Consequently night minima were above the June average generally, except where clear 
night skies in the north allowed considerable heat losses and night temperatures were in the thirties 
and forties. Mundiwindi, for example, had frosts on five nights during the month. The lowest 
temperatures, however, occurred in the South-West where Collie and Bridgetown experienced 
33° at the end of the month and Wandering 30° on the 9th. 


Metropolitan—June was the first month of this year in which Perth exceeded its normal 
rainfall ; a total of 766 points being recorded as against an average of 725 points. The highest 
daily rate was 130 points on the Ist, but 123 points fell on the 20th and 109 points on the 6th 
and there was a 12 day period, from 13th-24th inclusive, when some rain fell every day. There 
were also 12 days on which no rain was recorded. 


The cloud cover associated with the rain, while keeping some day temperatures low, kept 
night minimum temperatures on the high side for this month ; that of the night of the 16th-17th 
(62°) being the warmest June night for 12 years. Daily maxima were in the lower sixties during 
the wet periods but rose to the upper sixties and on five days (10th, 15th, 16th, 26th and 30th) 
to the seventies as clear skies succeeded the rain belts. In fact Perth had its warmest June since 
1949. 


Winds became strong and gusty as the rain belts moved across the State ; a maximum of 
48 knots being reached from the north-west on the 20th and of 43 the following day from the 
west-south-west. A squally shower on the 17th was accompanied by winds up to 45 knots 
from the north-north-west.
